ACTION OF THE WAR 
OFFICE. 

The War Office announces that further diffi- 
culties arose on Saturday morning in the return 
of leave men to France. As the boats could not 
cross the Channel on Friday owing to bad 
weather, there were two days’ accumulation of 
men in London to be despatched on Satur lay, 
amounting to about 11,000 in all. Sufficient 
trains were provided for all these men, tut 
owing to the tact that the Tube service was 9* 
pended or disorganised by the strike, largo 
numbers of them had to walk considerable o1s- 
tances, and arrived late at Victoria Station. In 
consequence the early military trains were de- 
spatched insufficiently filled and the later trains 
or 
eurred, during which a large number of tho 
men had to wait on the platform and in the 
neighbourhood of the station. 

By about 9 a.m. over 9,000 men had been de- 
spatched, but the remainder had become ‘i¢- 
pressed or impatient, and about 250, allowing 
themselves to be influenced by a few self-const- 
tuted leaders, marched to the Horse Guards 
Parade, where they made a noisy demonstra- 
tion. A detachment of troops was thereupon 
sent by the General Officer Commanding the 
London District to march them to Wellington 
Barracks, where they were lodged and given 
food pending their entrainment. Nine men, 
who were guilty es ringleaders of the insub- 
ordination and distrderiy conduct, were ar- 
rested, and the names of all the others were 
and will be communicated to General 
Headquarters in France. 

In this connection attention is drawn to the 
passage in the Secretary of State's explanatory 
memorandum of the 28th January stating tl at 
men who are due to be demobilised under the 
new scheme who are guilty of disorderly ecen- 
duct of ‘any kiod through impatience will be 
placed at the bottom of the list of those to be 
demobilised. 

The arrangements for the reception and de- 
spatch of leave men from France have hitherto 
worked very smoothly. Five or six thousand 
men, accumulating to double their number when- 
ever the weather or submarines suspended the 
Channel traffic. have been passed day after day, 
year after year, continuously to and from.

The new arrangements indicated above will 
be brought into operation immediately. in 
addition to them, intermediate overflow rest 
camps will be established at Tunbridge Wells 
and Canterbury, properly equipped with food 
and accommodation, recreation rooms, and 
other serviee institutions, in . which trainloads 
of men temporarily detrained through unecer- 
tainty of sea traffic, can be harboured. These 
arrangements will be additional to the present 
arrangement, by which every man not other- 
wise provided for is accommodated free of ex- 
pense in the various hostels, and given Se. for 


each 24 hours, whatever his account may be. 
There will, therefore, be no excuse for disorder 
of any kind. 

The Secretary of State takes this opportunity 
of impressing on all men now on leave, or 
about to proceed on leave, the importance of 
their el co-operation in whatever arrange- 
ments are saible for their journey. and, 
above all, the maintenance of the strictest dis- 
cipline. It is only by this means that the 
great and treasured privilege of leave can be 
secured undiminished to our Armies Overseas.
